Wheeling, W. Va., Nov. 4.—The worst 
railroad wreck in the immediate vicini­ 
ty of Wheeling for many years occurred 
shortly before IO o’clock yesterday 
morning at Elm Grove, five miles east, 
on the Pittsburg division of the Bal­ 
timore & Ohio road. 
The 
Pittsburg-Cincinnati 
express, 
commonly known as the cannon-ball, 
jumped the track on a bridge over 
Wheeling creek, owing 
to a broken 
flange on a wheel of the smoking car 
The engine, tender and baggage car 
kept the track, while the mail car, 
smoker and Pullman parlor car went 
over a bank about sixteen feet high. 
So far only two deaths have happen­ 
ed. A woman thought to be Mrs. Mi­ 
randa Hare of Kittanning, Pa., but 
not positively identified, owing to the 
way she was disfigured, jumped from 
the car and was instantly killed. 
The S-months-old baby of Lawrence 
Bartley of Allegheny was sitting on its 
father’s lap when the accident occurred. 
It was so badly injured that it died in 
a few minutes, while neither father nor 
mother was hurt. 
The exact number of injured is hard 
to get reliably. Nine were taken to the 
city hospital and three to the Wheeling 
hospital, while a number are at houses 
near the scene of the accident. Ten or a 
dozen surgeons and the wrecking crew 
were summoned at once. Not less than 
10,000people visited the scene of the

THE UNFORTUNATE POET. 


Got. Brown 
Sells 
His 
Homestead 
Fess Than Half Its Value. 
Springfield, the homestead of Gov. 
Frank Brown, in Carroll county, near 
Sykesville, Maryland, has been agreed 
upon by the Board of Managers of the 
second Hospital for the Insane of the 
State of Maryland as the site for the 
new hospital, to be erected under the 
act of 1894, apropriating $75,000 for a 
site and buildings and $25,000 as a 
maintenance fund. The purchase price 
is $50,000. 
The area required is 530 
acres or more, including the historic 
old Patterson mansion and other build­ 
ings, which, it is estimated, could not 
not be duplicated for less than $100,000. 
The buildings include the Patterson 
mansion, another spacious dwelling, 
with all outbuildings, granaries, green­ 
houses, and barns, which are supplied 
with water from a stone reservoir on 
the property. 
The roads through the 
property are all macadamized, and the 
estate is thoroughly fenced with post, 
and rail fence. The property was for­ 
merly owned by George Patterson, de­ 
ceased, uncle of Gov. Brown, who was 
lavish in his expenditures, and made 
the property what he termed it, “a sheet 
of living green.” It is one of the finest 
estates in -Maryland, and, perhaps, In 
the country. 
Gov. Brown said that 
nothing would have induced him to dis­ 
pose of the property, but the recent 
death of Mrs. Brown, which, in a large 
measure, broke up his plans for the fu­ 
ture. Springfield is one of the historic 
estates of Maryland. 
Over the soft 
lawns and in the picturesque woodland 
walks once strolled Elizabeth Patter­ 
son, wife of Jerome Bonaparte, who was 
the daughter of William Patterson, and 
a Maryland belle in the present cen­ 
tury’s early years. From Springfield’s 
doors she rode on horseback to Balti­ 
more to attend the party where she first 
met the young naval officer who after­ 
wards* became the King of Westphalia.

One might fancy Amt there is some 
natural affinity betw een genius and the 
sun, seeing that so many gifted ones are 
attracted in such a peculiar manner to 
the source of light and heat. Shelley 
loved to expose his small round head to 
its intensest ardor aud indited many of 
his burning strains on tho roof of his 
house, near Leghorn, unscreened from 
the pelting rays of an Italian sun—that 
sun from whose supposed malign influ­ 
ence even the natives shrink. Byron, 
whose early home was in the bleak north 
of Scotland, was no less of a sun wor­ 
shiper. 
“ I am always most religious 
upon a sunshiny day,’’he writes, “ as if 
there was some association between an 
internal approach to greater light and 
purity and the kindler of this dark lan­ 
tern of our external existence.” And 
elsewhere he declares that he could 
“ bear cold no better than an antelope 
and never yet found a sun quite done to 
his taste,” in full accord wTith Cole­ 
ridge’s saying, uttered, however, in a 
symbolical sense, that “ the poet’s soul 
appears to crave the sunshine. ” 
It is as by some passionate impulse of 
affection that our men of genius are at­ 
tracted toward the sunny south, many 
of them being apparently more at home 
beneath the clear blue skies of Italy or 
Spain than under their native clouds. 
Venice has won a luster the more from 
the devotion of Robert Browning, while 
the memory of his wife has shed an 
added grace on Florence. The names of 
Keats, Leigh Hunt and Landor are as­ 
sociated almost as closely with Italia’s 
image as those of her own immortals.— 
Temple Bar.
